POLITICAL (DOMESTIC). 


Tae Koh-t-Ndr, of the 22nd November, thinks that for vari- 
ous reasons the new building, which it is proposed to erect 
for the Court of the Depety Commissioner at Umritsur, 
should be situated close to the city. The Deputy Commis- 
sioner is said to be opposed to the measure. He would. have 
the Court at a distance from the city.for the sake of his own 
convenience. 


A correspondent of the Kavi Vachan Sudhd, of the 24th 
November, writing from Boolanala (Benares), complains that 
the constables placed at the different streets of the city are 
frequently absent from their posts, and in consequence there 
have been several cases of theft in the city within the last. 


few days. 


The Benares Akhbdr, of the 27th November, repeats com- 
plaints of the mismanagement of the Municipality of that 
city. It is observed that the expectations which were formed 
and the promises which were set farth at the time of the 
establishment of the Municipal Committee in the city have 


not been realized or fulfilled. At first men, with large leqther 
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buckets were appointed to remove the water of the sinks of 
the houses, and conservancy carts went about the streets, 
to carry off the sweepings of the houses; but all these 
_ arrangements were only temporary, and were meant simply 
to deceive the people. The larger streets are now alone the 
care of the Municipality, the cleanliness of the smaller ones 
being wholly neglected, as if the people living in them did 
not bear the weight of the Municipal tax. The people are 
not allowed to throw the sweepings of their houses into a 
conservancy cart, nor even to collect them by the side of 
the street for that purpose, nor may they “keep a drain open 
in the lanes,—so that the poorer classes are in a dilemna 
between want of cleanliness and the Municipal rules. 


The attention of the Magistrate of Benares is invited to 
all this, and be is asked,—(] ) to order the conservancy carts 
or the Municipal chamdrs to carry away the sweepings of the 

houses, which shall be placed by the inhabitants along the sides 
of the streets for removal ; and (2) to have the stagnant water 
of sinks removed as before by men with leathern buckets, 
until such time as conduits are laid down by whieh it can 
escape. 


The Kdrndmah, of the 8th December, quoting the Rohitl- 
khund Akhbdr, gives the following detail of the late robberies 
in Moradabad : — 


(a) The house of Moulvie Mubibb Ah, Deputy Collector, 


was plundered. 


(b) Thieves entered the house of Lalla Motee Ram, but 
did not find anything; and then, making their way to Tukya — 
Goodur Dass, caught the servants of the Octroi Department, 
and bound their hands and feet with .a rope. 


fc) A thief attacked a goldsmith, who was going a 
| con his shop, wounded. him with a lathie, and then made off 
with his purse. 


There were several other thefts beside the above. : 
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> Bimilar cases lately occurred at Bareilly, ‘in’ which ino 
trace of the thieves has hitherto been discovered. ‘The ‘most 
important amongst these was the dacoity which took place at 
the house of a Mussalman gentléman in Mohulla. Kunghee 
Tola, which was plundered of several thousand rupess worth 
of property. 
' A correspondent of ‘the N siyir-i-Akbér, of the 11th De- 
cember, writing from Roorkee, complains of the misconduct 
of the Police there in a case, the particulars of which were as 
follows:—A theft having occurred at the house of Raghu 
Nath Dass, the Thanadar went to the spot to make inquiries, 
and arrested on suspicion some men of bad livelihood. These 
were taken to the police-station, where force was used towards 
them; ‘but ‘on’ their offering a bribe to the head-constable 
they were released, after having been kept | in i ato the 
whole night, 


In its local news s column, the same paper, noticing the 
marriage of the son of Chowdree Bhoopal Singh, a gentle- 
man of the city (Bijnour), states that the expenses incurred 
in the nuptials were forcibly collected by the Chowdree from 
his ryots. The editor thinks this very strange. 


A local correspondent of the Rozndmchd, of. the 15th De- 
cember, takes exception to the new arrangement of the 
' Lucknow City Police, by which the police-stations in: the 
different’ quarters of the city have been broken up, and a 
single central station substituted in their stead. In a turbu- 
lent city such as Lucknow, these police-stations aro indispen- 
sable. ‘The safety of property in the‘city cannot be assured 
without them. Hence the writer strongly protests against 
the measure, and suggests that the old arrangement’ should 


be restored. 

The Akhbar-i-Anj uman-i-Punjab, of the 19th December, 
in a long leader, discusses the propriety of framing a special 
Act for defining the rights of owners of lands who may 
happen to remain absent from their possessions lon ger than 
twelve years, the term prescribed by law for the mana 
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of suits’ relating:to:landed property. Since the beginning of 
1866 to the. present time different orders have been passed, 
and conflicting opinions have been expressed on the subject 
by the: authorities. According to some, if inthe absence of 
the rightful: owner the person in possession of an estate 
make a declaration in writing at the time of the preparation 
of the -settlement record of rights to the effect, that on the 
return of the real owner he would restore him the estate, such 
declaration implies a prior consignment to the declarant, and 
the owner would have a right.to the recovery of the estate, 
independently of all considerations as to lapse. of time. 
Others are of a different opinion, and think that a declara- 
tion of this kind on the part of the occupant, to which the 
rightful owner is-no. party, is invalid, and’ does not imply 
a consignment, and. that, therefore, on the expiration of the 
legal limitation term, the owner would be debarred from all 
right to-his estate: while others, again, in deciding cases of 
this kind, think it necessary that particular attention be paid 
to acts of ownership ‘exercised by the proprietor during the 
term of dispossession. For instance, if during this time he 
has now and then looked to the affairs of the estate, or has 
taken interest in it in some such way, he would be considered 
as entitled to its recovery. aes ae 


. The consequence of the present law of limitation is that 
hundreds of. men have been deprived of their lawful: estates, 
of which ‘they: had been in possession from generation to 
generation ; while others who had no right te them, but who 
simply proved, whether by fair or by unfair means, that they 
had been in possession of them for twelve years or more, 
have got them. _ pao yee Scar

The same. paper draws the attention. of the Municipal 
Committees of all cities to the need of providing every kind 
of conyenience on occasions of the different fairs held within 
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their limits, ‘At present the places where: the fairs are bekt, 
as weil as the roads leading to them, are often dusty and in ~ 
_yery bad repair ;: while the general. arrangements at. fairs are 
such as to make them little attractive, and a source of annoy- 
ance to the people, rather than of pleasure and recreation. 


The Lawrence Gazette, of the 19th December, sugge 
that’ instead of giving a: contract for tho constraction Pe 
roads—a plan which besides being very. expensive does not 
ensure good work—Goyernment should employ a steam- 
" engine, such as is said to be already i in use in a Attock, for the 
metalling of — =: 


 .The Lauh-i-Mahfie, of ns same date, tapes on the 
authority of a correspondent at Ghazeepore that a very 
daring dacoity recently took place in a village belonging to 
Talooka Beyriah in Pergunnah Bullia, the particulars being 
these :—A_ gang of 1,000 dacoits assembled about the village 
in the evening, and, when the night was somewhat advanced, 
made their appearance at the house of a wealthy mahajun, 
and, after pinioning all the inmates, took all the property 
they could find in the house and made off. The police are 
busy in making search after the offenders, but no trace of 
them has been found for so far. 


In its local news columns, the same paper notices the 
frequency of thefts in. Moradabad. It is said that there have. 
been several within the last week. The locks of several shops 
were broken open, and a theft was committed in the house of 


Byud Bahadur Ali, brother of Moulvie Muhibb Ali. 


The editor attributes this prevalence of crime to the sud- 
ion stoppage of the public works in the district, which has 
thrown a large number of persons out of employment. 


The Koh-i-Nur, of the 20th December, reviews the 
remarks of the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab on the 
Punjab Forest Administration Report for 1872-78.. ‘The editor 
gathers from ‘these that, with the exception of Ohbangs 
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Manga, the administration is everywhere considered: unsatié- 
factory, which is ‘said to, be owing to inefficient supervision ; 
and, what in His Honor’s opinion is still more significant, 
the expenditure has exceeded the income by Rs. 38,000. 


The editor concurs in the Lieutenant- Governor’ 8 opinion, 
and wonders why, in a land so congenial (witness the com- 
mon testimony of travellers) to'the growth of timber, so little 
success has attended the working of the department. 


The writer specifies some:particularly productive forest 
tracts, and the trees to be found in them; and believes that 
the Lieutenant-Governor has truly stated the cause of ill- 
success to be the want of supervision. The superior officers 
are too fond of shooting and of staying in the hill-stations, © 


The writer remembers a Conservator or Assistant Conser- 
vator of Forests, who whenever he visited the Pergunnah of 
N oorpore, always put up at the dak bungalow, which stands 
on a lofty rock, and chose no other place but Macleod Gunge 
for his lodging when he went on his tour of inspéction through 
Kangra, and Dalhousie when he paid a visit to Chumba; but 
who would nevertheless insist on the forést managers under 
him staying at all times in jungles, and living in the wretched 
huts built for them there, and did not even allow them to put 
up in villages. 


In the editor’s opinion, if baatend of entrusting the control 
and supervision of the Forest Department to Europeans, the 
duty were entrusted to Natives, who grudge no amount of labour 
and hardship to gain a good reputation, the management of 
the department would be considerably improved, and a large 


saving would be made,—the salaries of Natives wing much 
less than those of Europeaus. 


_ In concalsion, the writer gives great credit to the Lieute- 
nant-Governor ‘for having expressed his disapproval of ‘the 
conduct of the Forest Officers in: being unnecessarily strict 


in the enforcement of the’ Forest rules, and for having ‘farther

“suggested the propriety of making no interference with the 


villagers in the matter of cutting wood from the forests. for 
. their uses. — 


The Roznamchd, of the 20th a oe in its haad news. 
columns, says that two mad dogs have for some time past been 
kept by a man in Fageer Mahomed Khan’s compound (Luck- 


now), who have bitten 30 persons, and that is it high time for 
the police to interfere.

The same paper publishes a history of the career of Rujub 
Ali, a Missionary at Lucknow (whose case is before the Lord 
Bishop) for the information of Government. It is stated that 
Rujub Ali is the son of an indigo-manufacturer named Peer 
Buksh; that on the establishment of the British rule in the 
Punjab, when a mere youth, he began life as a bundle-keeper 
in the District Court at Jullundhur, where, with two other 
men, he was convicted of fraudulently selling old stamped 
papers; that after his release he got an appointment in the Edu- 
cational Department in the District of Hoshyarpore (Punjab), 
but was soon after arrested on a charge of embezzling Gov- 
vernment money, and punished with dismissal ; that afterwards 
he was placed in charge of the Local Fund in the District of 
Jhung, and having in that capacity embezzled Rs. 144 out of 
Government money, was convicted and sentenced to three 
years’ rigorous imprisonment, together with a fine of Rs. 200, 
and to receive forty stripes, and a notice was published at the 
same time in the Punjab Government Gazette of 1861 (vide 
page 65), precluding him from future employment in the pub- 
lic service; and that when at last, in consequence of such 
repeated proofs of gross misconduct, he could find no means of 
support, he turned a Christian, and by deceiving the preachers 
of that religion setup asa Missionary. Unfortunately all these 
facts remained concealed, and it is only now, after a period of 

thirteen years, that the authorities have learned that he is a 
man of an infamous character, who has become a convert to 


Christianity for the sake of getting an employment. As the 
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ease is still: under investigation, and Rujub Ali: is mean- 
while: trying to impose upon the Punjab. Government to 
clear his reputation, the writer has thought it proper to reveal 


the man’s whole history, in order to enable Government to deal 
with the man as his case deserves, | 


The Karndmah, of the 22nd Dece vug tates that thieves 
have now begun to commit dacoities in the guise of police- 
men. The editor learns from the Lawrence Gazette that in 
Mouzah Bhoopa, in the Moozuffernuggur District, a band of 


men of bad livelihood, wearing police uniform, and led by a 


Sham Inspector of Police, went to the house of a rich maha- 
jun, saying that he possessed stolen property, and: that they 
had been deputed to make a search. Alarmed at this, the 
poor bunniah asked them to wait till he brought the lumber- 
dars and zemindars of the village to the spot, in order that 
the search might be made in their presence. The so-called 
Inspector granted the request; and when the mahajun had 
gone, the whole ‘party forced their way into the house, and 
made off with all the property ‘in it before the lumberdars 
could come up On the news of the dacoity reaching the 
authorities, a Police Officer was deputed to the spot to make 
inquiries, but no trace of the offenders or r the stolen property 
could be found, 


A similar case is said to have happened in Moradabad at 
the house of Lala Muthra Pershad, Banker. Thieves entered 
the house at 12 o’clock at night, and awaking the mahajun’s 
son, named Bullubh Dass, threatened him with their swords, 


and forced him to disclose property worth Rs. 2,500, with 


which, together with the ornaments the youth | wore, and 
which they forcibly took off from his person, the budmashes 


ran away. The chowkeedars who. met them i in the way took 
them. to be the Kotwal’ s. rounds. . 


‘The Koht-N. dr, of the.27th Tieenion. ne its Load news 
columns, notices the brutal conduct of a European soldier, 


who, on some water falling on him from the roof of a house

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while he was easing himself in a lane in Anarknllie, got up 
the house, and, after severely beating the kahar from whose 
hands the water had fallen, dragged him down-stairs. The 
poor man became so insensible from the effects of the treat- 
ment inflicted on him as to look like a corpse, but the police 
felt. no compassion on his condition, and made no attempt at 
extricating him from the clutches of the oppressor, till a 
Kuropean Deputy Inspector or Inspector of Police came in, 
and caused the man to be conveyed to the police-station. The 
soldier was of course acquitted. : 


The attention of Government is invited to this, and it is 
asked to: take prompt measures for putting an effective stop 
to such outrages. ) 

POLITICAL (FOREIGN). 

The Panjdbt Akhbdr, of the 22nd November, has an article 
on the fate of newspaper-writers in Cabul. It:is observed that 
the doubts which: had arisen at the introduction of a news- 
paper (the Shams-un-Nahdr), there, as to how a State such as 
Cabul could tolerate such civilized and liberal views, have 
proved to be but too true. According to the Mysore Akhbér, 
the Ameer, who is said to be as great a foe of news-writers 
as the Emperor Napoleon was their friend, on being informed 
that some persons in his territory were in the habit of sending 
news to the editors of the newspapers at Lahore, expressed 
great indignation, and appointed Qazee Qudroo. to search for 
the informants, and afterwards ordered the éditor of the news- 
paper started at Cabul to. be thrown into prison, and also 
caused one Abdool-Wahab, who was a correspondent of seve- 
ral newspapers, to be banished from his dominions. 


The editor adds-that in the Native States in India also 
newspaper-writers do not enjoy much liberty. They dare not 
write any local news except such as is in favour of the Chiefs. 
Even trivial offences such as thefts are passed over unno-. 
ticed, unless the local police have been successful in tracing 


them out. 
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A correspondent of the Khair Khwdh-t-Alam, of the 25th 


November, writing from Puttiala, notices the following com- 
plaints in that State:— 


(a) The postal arrangements are open to objection. All 
letters, &c., are examined by Nanuk Bukhsh, Naib Meer 
Moonshee, before both delivery and despatch, in order to pre- 
vent the divulgence of State news. In the writer’s opinion, 
_ it would be-well if a post-office were established in the State 


by the English Government, to enable the people to carry on 


a free-communication with their friends. 


(b) The management of the police is very bad. Thefts 
are committed in broad daylight. Quite: lately a traveller 
was robbed on the Rajpoora street at 7 in the morning. - 


(c) The Rajpoora street is completely out of repair, in 
consequence of which passengers suffer great inconvenience. 


(d) Hukeem Jee’s Serai has been farmed out at Rs. 110 


for the year. The building is a charity, and should have been 
left in the hands of the old bhutyaras. bee 


‘The Marwar Gazette, of the 15th December, states that 
the want of rain has brought on symptoms of famine, espe- 
cially in places which yield a single crop in the year, such as 
Malanee, Pohkurun, and Phulodhee. Relief works have been 


begun. In the city of Jodhpore a large tank is to be dug, on 


which Rs. 500 are daily spent ; a second has already cost up- 


wards of a lakh of rupees; and a third has been begun in 
Phulodhee at a cost of Rs. 10,000. Besides this, pucka roads 


are making in the city. These works, besides affording relief 
to the people at present, will all be useful hereafter. 


A correspondent of the Rohilkhund. Akhbar, of the 17 rth 
December, writing from Nowgong (Bundelkhund), complains: 
that for the last two years strange orders have been passed by: 
the Cantonment Magistrate. The most oppressive amongst. 
these was the order for re-building the bazaar on a new, and. 


uniform plan. This was succeeded by an order calling upon. 
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the Natives to pull-down their houses, which were said to be 
unhealthy, and to build new houses in the European style. 
These orders are very hard on the‘poor Natives. They have 
no money to re-build their houses, and, besides this, the pro- 
posed fashion does not meet their requirements, being incon- 
sistent with safety and seclusion. - | 


Again, the inhabitants have orders to throw out the sweep- 
ings of their houses at 4 a.M., as if the poor men could be ex- 
pected to sweep their houses at night. 


Orders such as these have proved the bane of the people, 
and the writer calls upon Government to see to them. 


_The writer also states, that owing to the Bengal famine 
the erection of the new barracks, which had been going on 
for the last nine years, has been stopped, so that the large 
sum of money already spent on the works has been wasted, 
while a large number of men have been thrown out of 


employment. | 


The Akhbar-i-Alam, of the 18th December, in reviewing 
the programme of the Viceroy’s visit to Agra in November 
last, takes particular notice of two ceremonies~which were — 
never observed in the former Durbars, not even at the Grand 
Durbar held by Lord Lawrence in 1866. These were—(1) the 
going out of the Rajahs and Maharajahs to meet the Viceroy 
when he came to the city ; and (2) their having to proceed to 
a prescribed distance in person, instead of sending their lead- 

ing officers as usual, to receive His Excellency at the time of 
his coming to pay them a return visit. The editor is at a loss 
to understand why novelties such as these, which cause various 
kinds of ideas and reflections to arise in the minds of the Chiefs 
and their subjects, as well as in the minds of the public, were 
permitted-by a polite Governor-General like Lord Northbrook. 


‘-' Headdsthat it-was fortunate for the Chiefs that the Durbar 
‘was not held, and the dissatisfaction which would have arisen 
among them owing to a dispute as to their order of rank in the 
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Durbar was avoided ; and takes this occasion again to urge on 
Government the necessity of preparing a complete and revised 
list of the comparative positions of the several Indian Chiefs 
and Princes in the Governor-General’s Durbar, with due regard — 
to their rank, lineage, antiquity, and. State revenue. 


The Oudh Akhbar, of the 19th December, has an article on 
the Commission appointed in Baroda to investigate the charges 
brought by the. Political Agent against the Gaekwar. After 
remarking that the appointment. of such ‘a Commission is con- 
sidered unlawful by most people, and is objected to by the 
Maharajah himself as beyond the scope of the treaty entered 
into with the English Government, the editor goes on to say 
that whenever any such investigations are set on foot in con- 
nection with Native States, all classes of ‘the people are apt to 
bring up complaints of some kind or other, whether real or 
imaginary, against the Chiefs. This is precisely the case at 
Baroda. Numerous complaints are brought before the Commis- 
sion day by day. Men who but yesterday were proud to 
eulogize.the Maharajah are now ready to trump up charges 
against him. A little severity of scrutiny would.soon dispose 


of the crowd of. petitions, leaving only the complaints of the — 
true sufferers to be heard. 


The Koh-i-Nur, of the: 20th December, has an article on 
the policy of Government in dealing with the Chiefs of the 
‘Native States lying on the north-west frontier of the Punjab. 
The editor begins by backing the opinion of its contemporaries 
—vernacular as well as English—that in the present state of © 
Central Asian affairs, it isnecessary for Government to strengthen 
the frontier by posting its troops at suitable places in Afgha- 
nistan,—and then proceeds to consider the relations of Govern- 
ment with the Maharajah of Cashmere and Jummoo, side by | 
side, with those existing with the Ameerof Cabul. _ Both States 
stand in much the same position towards Government: but 
while Cabul is sometimes. indifferent,’ Cashmere is‘ always:a 
steady ally, and has proved her good faith in the conquest 
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of the Punjab, in the mutiny, and now by the aid freely given 
to the: Yarkund Mission. Yet the treatment of Cashmere 
by the Indian Government has-been much less favourable than 
the treatment of Cabul. A vast sum of money has been spent, 
several tracts of the State have been desolated, and a large num- 
ber of horses destroyed in the arrangements connected with the 
Mission ; and when the connection of Government with Yar- 
kund is established into a firm friendship, aud. communication 
between India and that country is fully opened, the responsi- 
bilities of the State are sure to-increase, as the roads must be 
prepared,a detachment of troops must be located, and other 
arrangements must be made for the safety and convenience of 
travellers. In spite of all this, while nearly. all the Native States 
in India, who remained faithful-and rendered aid to Government 
in the mutiny, have received conspicuous rewards,—the Maha- 
rajah of Puttiala having the territory of Narnoul, and that of 
Kuppoorthulla possessions in. Baraich ceded to them, and other 
Chiefs and Princes having been granted similar substantial 
recompense, while only lately an important concession has 
been made in favour of the Maharajah of Jeypore in the 
reduction of the annual tribute to four lakhs, and while an 
enormous sum of money is given to the Ameer of Cabul for 
the protection of the frontier,—the Maharajah of Cashmere 
has received nothing in compensation for the repeated dis- 
tinguished services rendered by him to Government. 


In-the editor’s opinion, for the above reasons it is only 

right and proper that the Maharajah should receive aid in 

money and arms from Government similar to that given to the 
Ameer of Cabul. 


The Oudh Akhbar, of the 28rd December, condemns the 
conduct of the Ameer of Cabul in baving formally installed 
Abdulla Jan as the heir-apparent of the throne of Cabul at 
the fond importunities of his favourite wife, to the exclusion 
of Yakoob«Khan ; and anticipates dangerous results from the 
step, which is pronounced to be both injudicious and unjust.

“The reins of the Government of-Cabul, says the. editor, are in 
the hands of a woman,:in whose hands the Ameer is a mere 
puppet, and: who has at last succeeded in having the most 
important and delicate question—which the whole country 
could not decide—settled in a moment agreeably to her sove- 
reign will and pleasure. | 
The Benares Akhbér, of the 25th December, praises the 
Government of Nepal for having remitted the land-revenue 
in the proportion of twelve annas in the rupee in favour of 
those of the zemindars in his dominions whose rice-crops have 
been destroyed by drought this year. This indulgence is at- 
tributed to the liberal views of Sir Jung Bahadur, G.O.B., 
G.C.S.I., the Premier of Nepal, whom the editor eulogizes 
for his good administration. Under his auspices Nepal has 
made a steady progress, and education has considerably 
advanced in the State. A large number of Nepalese have 
become proficients in English, Persian, and Sanscrit, besides 
being well-versed in the military arts. General Bubur Jung, 
the Prime Minister’s son, and the heir-apparent of the Maha- 
rajah of Nepal, have both made considerable improvement in 
English ; and the former is also very fond of military discipline. 


The Koh-i-Niur, of the 27th December, notices. the oppres- 
sions said to be exercised by the Rana of Jubul (Punjab) on 
his subjects. Asa proof of these, it is mentioned that His 
Highness lately took a trip to Umballa, and gave out that he 
had spent Rs. 40,000 in the journey, and that this sum he is 
now levying from his subjects with such violence and severity 
that they are quitting the State in numbers. It is added, that 
400 pressed men are daily kept in the employ of the State for 
digging out stones, who get neither wages-nor diet, and, to 
crown their distress, each man is compelled to.remain in service 
for three months and one week. 7 


COMMERCIAL (RAILWAYS). 


The Koh-i-Nur, of the 22nd November, reviews the pro- 
posals made by the Superintending and the Chief Superintend- 
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ing Engineers under the Punjab Government for removing 
the existing railway grievances, which have been communi- 
cated by that Government to the Railway authorities. The 
editor is highly in favour of two of these proposals—viz., (1) 
that offices for the sale of tickets be opened, and Railway 
agents be appointed in cities, just as is the case in America; 
and (2) that at stations where the trains stay for quarter of 
an hour or longer, the doors of the carriages should be opened, 
in order to enable passengers to go out for purposes of need- 
ful refreshment, &c.,—but does not consider the rest of any 
practical utility. At the same time he thinks the attention 
of the Railway authorities should be directed to various other 
grievances, which have been ignored in the proposals ‘in 
question, such as the following :— 


(a) The insulting behaviour of Railway employés towards 
the Natives. eS 


(b) Want of lights n the carriages of the Sindh, Punjab, 
‘and Delhi Railway Company. 

(c) Absence of separate carfiages for the lower castes 
and classes of the people, such as sweepers, chamars, &c. 


(d) Want of a sufficient number of servants at railway 
stations for supplying the passengers with water, which is a 
source of great inconvenience to the latter, especially in the 
hot season. 


(e) The over-crowding of the carriages. 
(7) Absence of privies in connection with the carriages. 


@ EDUCATIONAL. 


The Oudh Akhbar, of the 19th December, notices the 
movement which has recently been set on foot by the Hindoo 
gentlemen of Rohilkhund, with Lalla Luchhmee Narain at 
their head, for establishing a Sanscrit University in the coun- 
try.

him with a subscription of Rs. 1,000 each.
